—— The Cities, Towns, Fields, Rivers, 
Ships, and People, appear in their Pro- 
portion to.the diftance, minuse even to

as the Learned ufuslly fay, at Leifure trom 
my more Ufeful Seudies. 

Neitber fhail I determine for the Satis- 


fa&tion of the Curious, over what particu- 
lar Part, or Spot of the Globe, f place my 
felf for thefe Obfervations, or where, ac- 
cording to Eaclid, in the whole Arch of
